Once more, the public is invited to observe the 
products of the kilns of California in this Second 
All-California Exhibition. A pot is not mere clay, 
but a symbol of the major life necessity—uten- 
silkK—pottery being a generic term for all things 
made of clay. The need for utensils runs back 
through the ages; its beginning lost in the remote 
shadows of the world's dawn—and still, with 
4,000 years of ceramic practice behind us, we 
find more of eternity in the simple, homely wall 
of a pot than we are able to discover in any other 
product of human skill. Pots have their defects, 
of course, but one should consider first the facts 
of their creation. Sentiment can be transferred 
to pottery and ceramic sculpture as easily as it 
can be expressed in painting or prose; and so, 
without more direct explanation, we present to 
you our work in clay.
